1 . This Examiner's Amendment is responsive to the Second Supplemental Amendment filed 
May 9, 2003. The examiner acknowledges the amendments to claims 14 and 15. Claims 1-3 and 
10-16 are pending.

Regarding claims 15 and 16, no prior art of record teach or fairly suggest a tissue cutting 
device, as claimed by Applicant, where a cutting board is disposed proximate to a distal piercing 
tip of the outer cannula, such that the cutting board is adapted to be engaged by the distal end of 
the inner cutting member to cut tissue extending through the tissue receiving opening.
